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A  commendable  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Schools  was  shown  by  many  of  our  citi- 
sens  at  the  Annual  School  Meeting  on  Tues 
day  night  nnd  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that 
this  will  be  sustained.  The  expedient  of 
having  separate  primary  schools  for  each  of 
the  different  sections  of  the  town,  in  o^der 
to  relieve  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the 
Primary  Department  as  at  present  accom¬ 
modated.  is  an  excellent  tno  It  is  much  | 
better  that  the  little  children  should  have  j 
the  schools  near  their  homes.  For  the  larg¬ 
er  scholars,  however,  it  is  uo>e  desirable 
r  that  the  schools  should  be  at  distance,  for 
many  of  them  are  thus  forced  to  tak«  needed 
exercise  which  they  w«pld  otherwise  neglect. 


On  Tuesday  evening  Dr.  W.  II.  White 
was  elected  as  School  Trustee  to  succeed  the 
Rev.  A.  C.  Frisskll  and  Mr  John  Sueb 
•  man  was  re-elected  to  his  position.  •  Mr. 
Frimell.  we  are  informed,  had  found  at 
the  time  of  his  election  two  years  ago  that 
his  duties  in  his  New  York  engagements 
were  encroaching  upon  the  time  necessary  to 
be  devoted  to  the  school  work  and  it  was 
only  at  the  urgent  sulfcttauon  ot  his  friends 
that  h*  consented  to  serve  for  another  term. 
His  regular  duties  bare  still  further  inc^eas 
ed  daring  the  past  two  years  and  he  was  not 
a  candidate  for  re-election  at  Tuesday  night's 
meeting.  Mr.  Frissell  has  now  been  a 
Trustee  of  the  Schools  for  ten  years  and  dur 
ing  that  time  has  given  to  them  much  ac¬ 
tive  service  and  thoughtful  attention.  When 
’  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  liis  office  the 
Schools  were  in  an  inefficient  and  very  un¬ 
satisfactory  Condition.  Since  that  time  they 
have  been  brought  up  to  their  present  high 
degree  of  improvement  and  much  of  this 
has  been  due  to  bis  earnest  and  constant  ef¬ 
fort.  The  community  will  not  be  wanting 
in  a  feeling  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Frissei.L  for 
his  long,  faithful  and  valuable  services. 


THE  MONMOUTH  BA  TTLE  MONUMENT. 

TTie  L*  B.  Senate  passed  last  week  an  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $30,000  to  the  Monmouth 
Battle  Monument  fund.  Senator  $IcPher- 
fiON  has  kindly  sent  us  a  copy  of  the  Con- 
grtMioAal  Record  containing  a  report  of  the 
proceedings.  In  the  course  of  his  appeal 
for  the  appropriation  Senator  McPherson 
said 

Mr.  President,  an  eminent  English  statesman 
has  wisely  said  that  a  people  which  takes  no  pride 
hi  the  noble  achievements  of  remote  ancestors 
will  never  achieve  anything  worthy  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  with  pride  br  remote  descendants 
•  •  • 

is  every  period  of  human  history  it  has  been 
oac  of  the  noblest  characteristics  of  national  pride 
to  emulate  great  deeds  and  prominent  vicloriosby 
monumental  evidences  of  appreciation  and  conse¬ 
crated  emblems  of  patriotic  glory  Greece  added 
m  much  to  her  fame  by  the  genius  of  her  artists 
aad  the  taste  of  her  people  la  moaameatal  works 
€•  f  aatlenal  gratitude  as  by  the  heroic  valor  of  her 
great  soldiers,  or  the  more  sublime  and  wonderful 
philosophies  of  her  scholars,  her  poets,  and  her 
orators. 

Athens,  two  thousand  five  hundred  years  before 
«nw  era,  shadowed  forth  in  divine  excellence  of 
art  the  immortalities  of  it*  history.  Radiant  with 
tecnplas  and  statues  glowing  from  the  Acropolis 
upon  the  glittering  waters  of  the  bay.  they  were 
*•  arranged  as  to  lift  us  If  her  bright  skies  a  con¬ 
gress  of  forms  dazzling  In  uure  marble,  wrought 
Itrto  familiar  semblance  to  shadow  forth  for  all 
tkne  the  great  men  and  great  events  which  gave 
eternal  spring-time  to  her  history  and  measureless 
fame  to  her  statesmen  and  to  her  heroes. 

Athens  was  the  first  to  proclaim  the  trumph and 
Bvnlus  of  a  democracy.  The  lofty  strains  of  Al- 
cjbl’s  and  Sinoniocs  have  echoed  from  .Kgean 
shores  to  all  time  an  undying  hatred  of  tyrannic 
power  Poets  and  sculptors  have  Intensified  that 
levs  ef  liberty  which  eoablod  a  handful  of  Greeks 
to  overthrew  the  proud  hosts  of  Asia.  Bach  of 
her  statues  seemed  alive,  and  to  bold  within  it  a 
never-ending  Inspiration  to  fill  Greece  with  the 
glory  of  the  pest.  Greece  was  free;  it  was  a  na 
Mon;  and  hi  a  single  century  of  liberty  It  left  more 
monuments  than  all  tbs  tyrannies  of  the  ages 
bad  been  a  bis  to  crests.  Ths  genius  of  Greece  In 
marble  classics  made  her  victories  a  perpetual 
Iliad  te  ths  Athenians  and  le  the  world. 

From  the  proudest  days  ef  her  refinement  to  our 
•wo  ao  country  or  age  furnishes  so  sublime  a  ba¬ 
sis  for  monumental  history  as  the  United  States. 
Here  in  Washington,  where  our  history,  our 
statesmen,  end  our  character  mem  to  culminate, 
we  bars  commenced  oor  monumental  record  of 
the  past  Let  it  be  continued,  but  let  us  remem¬ 
ber  that  we  should  bum  had  no  Capitol  and  no 
Washington,  Indeed  no  country,  to  command  the 
s  dm?  ration  op  mankind  but  for  our  Revolutionary 
battles 


Tbe  fact  is  not  generally  known,  per* 
!«{*,  that  the  famous  Krupp  gun*,  of  the 
heavier  sori,  consist  of  a  fiteel  body  strength- 
eued  by  hoops,  tbe  thirty  and  one-half  cen¬ 
timetre  guus  having  three  tiers  of  hoops ; 
those  of  tweoty-six  and  twenty -four  have 
two,  end  the  remainder  one  tier.  The  in¬ 
terior  of  the  body,  or  the  bore  of  the  gun, 
being  the  part  subjected  to  the  greatest 
wear  and  tear,  becomes  rapidly  worn  oat, 
and  hitherto  it  bas  been  found  necessary 
after— at  the  very  most— one  thousand 
r*  and*  Lave  been  fired,  to  melt  up  tbe 
whole  gun,  on  account  of  the  damaged  con¬ 
dition  of  the  bore,  although  the  outer  parte 
of  tbe  piece  were  practically  as  good  and 
sound  as  at  first.  Since,  however,  tlie  con¬ 
struction  of  these  outer  hoops  is  very  costly, 
the  plan  lias  lately  been  originated  of  local¬ 
izing  the  melting  operation  ;  thia  is  accom¬ 
plished  by  treating  the  body  of  the  piece 
with  a  cold  producing  preparation  of  car¬ 
bonic  acid,  which  contracts  it  to  such  an  ex¬ 
tent  that  the  hoops,  expanded  st  tbe  same 
lime  by  the  epplication  of  beet,  can  bo  oasiiy 
removed.  Every  desired  advantage  is  gained 
by  thia  arrangement. 

The  manufacture  t  f  an  improved  kind  of 
material  for  stucco-plaster,  Ac.,  is  now  ex¬ 
tensively  carried  on  at  Heidelberg,  Ger¬ 
many,  the  article  being  remarkable  for  the 
rapidity  with  which  it  sets,  its  lightuess, 
strength  and  polish.  It  is  made  of  impure 
gypsum,  three  parte  of  which  are  ground 
together  with  one  port  of  silicate  of  lime, 
nine  parts  of  this  mixture  being  ground  to- 
golher  with  one  part  of  coke.  The  material 
ia  then  heatc-d  and  stirred,  without  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  water,  at  a  temperature  of  248° 
Fahr. ,  and  as  soon  as  the  water  of  crystal 
lization  of  tho  gypsntn  has  been  expelled, 
the  temperature  is  raised  to  five  hundred  de¬ 
grees,  the  product  being  a  gray  powder; 
this,  while  “  setting  ”  in  a  pure  state  in  four 
to  live. minutes,  can  be  made  to  harden  after 
five  or  six  hours  by  the  addition  of  water  in 
which  some  glue  las  been  disaolved.  By 
comparative  teat,  it  appears  that,  of  tor  set¬ 
ting,  plaster  of  Paris  requires  a  much  longer 
period  to  dry  than  this  new  article.  After 
the  latter  has  been  given  a  cost  of  oil,  it  ia 
said  to  hold  color  very  well. 

ExrxntMKNTs  have  been  successfully  mode 
by  Austrian  engineers,  with  a  new  system 
of  blasting  rocks  under  water  without  drill¬ 
ing.  Tbe  chief  feature  of  this  system  is  to 
employ  s  hollow  cylinder,  like  a  gas  pipe, 
sad  to  place  the  dynamite  cartridge,  not  as 
hitherto  in  a  hole  bored  into  the  rock  to  be 
blasted,  but  in  the  cylinder  in  question ; 
tbe  cartridge  only  touches  the  surface  of  the 
rock  which  it  is  desired  to  shatter.  The  ex¬ 
plosion  of  the  dynamite  is  effected  by  meaps 
of  electricity,  and  the  effect  is  said  to  be 
greater  than  with  the  usual  cartridge  in  a 
hole  bored  in  the  reck.  The  rock  ia  shat¬ 
tered  into  fragments  so  small  that  a  fair 
stream  is  able  to  wash  them  away  without 
help,  whereas  in  the  case  of  gunpowder  the 
rock  is  only  split  up  into  blocks,  more  or 
lese  Urge,  and  troublesome  lb  remove. 
This  new  method  of  operation  will,  it  ia  cal¬ 
culated,  effect  a  saving  of  some  forty  per 
cent.,  as  compared  with  the  old. 

Quite  an  ingenious  apparatus  has  been 
devised  for  cording  axul  *u»ri/vir>» 
meuta—  the  plan,  in  this  caao,  consisting, 
briefly,  in  the  employment  of  a  rotating  cyl¬ 
inder  mounted  upon  suitable  supporting 
rollers,  and  having  its  interior  subdivided  so 
that  one  compartment  may  be  filled  with  a 
refrigerating  compound,  while  air  may  be 
driven  through  the  other  part,  so  os  to  pass 
through  or  over  the  cold  surfaces,  and  thus 
have  its  heat  abstracted.  It  may  pass  ovor 
or  through  lime,  lime  water,  or  other  mate¬ 
rial  for  freeing  it  from  carbonic  acid  and 
other  impurities,  and  it  may  be  returned 
into  the  room  to  be  used  over  again.  The 
air  ia  caused  to  circulate  by  the  movement 
of  a  rotary  fan  blower  or  other  air  forcing 
apparatus,  this  being  driven  by  means  of  a 
clock-work  or  other  appropriate  mechauism 
—drawing  the  air  into  the  room,  passing  it 
through  ths  cylinder,  and  returning  it  to  the 
room  again. 

The  sulphide  of  calcium  seems  destined 
to  play  an  important  part  in  tho  production 
of  iustautaneons"  photographic  pictures  by 
any  light,  however  feeble,  even  by  gaslight, 
with  a  pinhole  Atop,  this  result  being  at¬ 
tained  by  incorporating  finely  divided  sul¬ 
phide  of  calcium  with  the  emulsion  itself. 
In  the  experiment  which  developed  this  in¬ 
teresting  fact,  the  luminosity  set  np  by  the 
momentary  exposure  of  the  phosphorescent 
film  to  light,  feeble  though  it  might  be  to< 
tbe  eye,  proved  sufficiently  powerful  to  grad¬ 
ually  impress  the  particles  of  silver  bromide 
which  after  a  short  time,  become  amenable 
to  alkaline  or  other  development  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  impressed  in  the  ordinary 
way,  the  length  of  time  between  exposure 
aud  development  ruling  the  degree  of  im¬ 
pression  effect,  that  is,  the  longer  the  plate 
is  kept,  the  better  or  more  rully  “  exposed” 
it  will  be. 

An  improvenient  in  chrome  painting  upon 
ferrotype  and  other  pictures  is  announced, 
consisting  in  a  process  of  coloring  or  paint¬ 
ing  photographs  and  other  pictures,  so  as 
not  only  to  increase  their  beauty,  but  tp 
cause  them  to  resemble  oil  paintings.  The  . 
method  involved  in  this  case,  of  coloring  or 
paiuting  a  picture,  provides  for  first  coating 
the  picture  with  a  compound  composed  of 
chromic  acid  burned  with  alcohol,  isinglass, 
and  soap  aud  sugar ;  it  ia  then  colored  with 
suitable  waters ;  afterward  coated  with  a 
color  or  colors  mixed  with  the  compound  of 
burned  chromic  acid,  isinglass  and  soap ; 
and  finally  the  picture  is  dried.

The  meeting  for  the  election  of  two  School 
Trustees,  to  fill  lb*  recency  caused  by  tbe  n- 
plrsiioa  of  the  term  of  two  members  of  the 
Board — namely,  Mr.  John  Sherman  and  Rcr. 
A.  O.  frissell.  was  bvld  st  the  Centre  School 
Buildisff  so  Tuesday  evening  of  this  week 
Considering  tbe  Ipclement  weather  a  good  at 
teudance  was  present.  Following  the  prece¬ 
dents  already  established  printed  tickets,  bear¬ 
ing  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  office,  were 
circulated.  Dr  Win.  H.  White  and  Mr.  John 
Sherman  were  pitted  against  tbs  two  elergyroeu, 
Messrs.  FrlastH  and  Seibert.  The  meeting  Was 
called  to  order  by  the  District-clerk  and,  on 
nomlnalious  for  Chairman  Ittlng  called  for,  Mr. 
C.  M.  Davis  was  unanimously  chosen  to  fill  that 
position  Mr.  Davis  returned  bts  thanks  for 
the  houor  conferred.  Mr.  W.  A.  Baldwin  was 
chosen  Secretary.  The  call  for  the  meeting 
was  next  in  order,  after  which  the  Chairman  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  change  In  tbe  time  of  holding  tbe 
present  election  and  stated  that  If  any  one  pres¬ 
ent  desired  tbe  reading  of  tbe  legislative  act 
upon  tbe  subject  it  would  be  In  order.  There 
being  no  question  raised  os  to  the  legality  of 
the  present  meeting  it  w«s  regularly  moved 
and  seconded  that  tbe  meeting  proceed  at  ODce 
to  tbe  election  of  two  members  of  tbe  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  term  of  three  years  each,  to  fill 
vacancies.  Upon  a  rote  being  taken  it  was 
unanimously  carried.  D.  G  Garabrant, 
J  P.  Jones  and  James  W.  Bnldwiu  were  select¬ 
ed  as  tellers:  Nominations  of  candidates  were 
next  in  order,  and  the  following  names  were 
offqreJ :  Dr.  W.  II.  White,  John  Sherman, 
Tbco.  F.  Ward,  Geo.  W.  Cook.  The  two  latter 
declined  and,  on  motion,  tbe  nominations  were 
closed;  with  tbs  two  Drat  names  in  nomination 
only  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  tbe  tel¬ 
lers  pass  their  bats  through  the  audience  and 
receive  tbe  votes,  which  was  unanimously  car¬ 
ried,  and  the  tellers  la  accordance  with  the  mo¬ 
tion  received  tbe  voice  as  ordered.  The  Gbsir- 
mau  suggested  that  while  the  votes  were  being 
collected  and  counted  it  would  be  In  order  to 
hear  ths  expression  ot  any  upon  tbe  present 
system  of  the  Schools,  sod  that  any  suggestions 
that  could  be  made  for  the  welfare  aud  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  Schools  would  without  doubt  be 
kindly  received  by  the  Trustees;  but  no  one  re¬ 
sponded.  Tlie  tellers  expeditiously  performed 
their  duty  iu  couotiug  the  votes  and  these  were 
announced  by  the  Secretary  as  follows:  Ilk.  W. 
II.  White  received  104  votes;  John  Sherman, 
101;  Jlenry  Ward  Beecher,  2;  Rev.  Dr.  Seibert, 
1;  Theo.  F.  Ward.  I;  John  Graham,  I .  life 
Chairman  then  congratulated  those  present 
upon  tbe  unanimity  of  their  vote  in  favor  of  the 
rezulsrh  nominated  candidates. 

Mr.  Smith,  who  resides  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  town,  arose  and,  after  addressing  the  Chair, 
stated  that  bo  would  like  know'  a  little 
about  il^-  present  and  future  of  the  Schools. 
Mr  C.  Tejoubet,  President  of  tbe  Board  of 
Trustees, jh^ing  called  upon  to  enlighten  Mr. 
Smith  upeu  the  subject,  referred  the  matter  to 
the  Diatgict-clerk,  Mr.  W.  A.  Baldwin,  who 
stated  that  he  had  no  report  made  up,  as  tbe 
fiscal  yclr  did  uot  end  until  July,  but  would  en¬ 
deavor  to  tbe  best  of  bis  knowledge  to  enewer 
any  inquiries  of  Mr.  8mitb  on  any  definite  mat¬ 
ter.  Mr.  Smith  stated  that  he  bad  becu  in¬ 
formed  that  some  of  the  departments  wereovet^ 
ciowued  and  ot  ifie  seeming  want  ot  icAcbere, 
and  said  that  If  tbe  Trustees  tv.-re  not  ao  reti¬ 
cent  but  would  take  the  people  into  ibcfr  con¬ 
fidence  It  womd  be  easier  for  them  to  get  appro¬ 
priations  to  carry  on  the  Schools.  Air.  Smith’s 
remarks  were  applauded.  Mr.  Baldwin  staled 
that  ui ue teen  teachers  were  employed,  at  an 
annua)  outlay  of  aalailea  amouuliug  to  $11,000, 
and  that  cfTiwls  were  being  constantly  made  to 
equalize  the  work  and  that  ho  thought  that  tho 
preaent  system  was  as  good  as  could  be  obtain¬ 
ed  with  the  present  corps  of  teachers.  Tbe 
only  class  ho  knew  of  bciug  iu  any  way  discom¬ 
moded  waa  the  First  Primary  class,  numbering 
seventy  scholars  with  only  one  teacher.  Kev. 
Dr.  Stubbert  asked  for  what  reason  eeveuty 
scholars  should  be  assigned  to  ono  teacher.  Mr. 
Baldwin  replied  that  it  was  the  lowest  class  iu 
the  School,  and  that  two  difficulties  were  iu  the 
way  of  remedying  it:  first,  they  were  in  dntv 
bourn!  tir.'ccive  all  who  came,  and,  secondly, 
that  the  pupils,  hot  bck£  far  enough  advanced 
do  be  removed  to  a  higher  class,  hafl  to  be  kent 
there  or  another  class-room  and  another  tenchcr 
secured.  Mr.  James  Daviaou,  a  resident  of  I 
West  End,  suggested  the  establishment  of  a 
primary  school  in  bis  neighborhood,  which  was 
mfeb  needed  aDd  which  would  in  a  measure  re¬ 
lieve  the  Centre  School.  Mr.  Handy  s;tf(N  hat 
he  understood  that  in  one  room  thretj  classes 
recited  at  once,  which,  of  necessity,  made  a 
confusion,  and  that  for  want  of  room  one  class 
were  kep'  in  the  basement— which  wasno  place 
for  them.  (ADpUuse.)  Every  department,  he 
understood,  was  overtaxed — which  was  detri¬ 
mental  to  teachers  as  well  as  scholars— and  he 
hoped  that  there  would  be  an  expression  of 
feeling  by  these  preseut  regarding  the  feasibil¬ 
ity  of  enlarging  or  rebuilding,  in  anticipation  of 
tbe  growth  of  Bloomfield  ia  population  and 
consequently  of  an  increase  of  scholars.  (Ap¬ 
plause,)  Mr.  Henry  Russell  stated  that  tbe  mat- 
rer  of  locating  a  school-house  at  West  Eud  was 
worthy  of  the  Trusteee’  consideration.  Mr. 
Smith  said  that  if  the  School  Trustees  would 
act  upon  the  hints  suggested  it  wouitl  relieve 
the  stress  upou  the  Centre  District.  If  ac  ap- 
Dropriatlon  were  asked  for  at  the.  July  meeting 
to  further  this  movement,  without  doubt  it 
would  meet  with  a  hearty  response  and  be 
promptly  accorded.  (Applause.)  Mr.  C.  Pel- 
oubet  stated  that  he  had  beeu  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Truatece  since  1850,  and  this  matter 
had  been  brought  up  time  aud  time  again.  Iu 
1867  a  scheme  waa  brought  up  which  contem¬ 
plated  the  locating  of  four  primary  schools* 
which  were  eventually  to  be  made  grammar 
schools.  One  was  to  be  locatsd  at  West  End. 
one  In  the  Morris  Neighborhood,  one  at  Berke¬ 
ley,  and  one  st  Brooksiue.  Tbe  whole  metier 
finally  resulted  In  the  erection  of  tbe  present 
building  with  the  supposition  that  it  would  be 
adequate  to  all  demands.  Beside,  tbe  Trustees 
found  its  difficult  matter  to  find  a  piece  of 
property  in  all  West  End— or  Peels  Town— for 
sale  big  enough  to  cover  your  hand,  let  alone 
big  enough  for  s  school-house.  He  advised  the 
West  Enders  to  secure  s  lot  suitable  for  the  er¬ 
ection  of  a  school-boose,  then  inform  the  Trus¬ 
tees  of  thg  fact  and  the  purchase-money  would 
be  forthcoming  and  a  school-house  soon  be 
bnilt.  Mr.  Henry  Russell  then  asked  Mr.  Pel- 
oubet  how  long  since  an  effort  bad  been  made 
by  the  Trustees  to  purchase  s  lot  st  West  End 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  school-house.  Mr. 
Peloubet  replied  about  lire  years  ago,  and  the 
party  who  owned  the  property — about  three 
acres— wanted  the  Trusteee  to  purchase  the 
three  acres  and  then  give  him  back  two  of  them) 
(Laughter.)  Mr.  Rnsscll  stated  that  Mr; 
Thomas  H  Taylor  offered  to  sell  the  T rosters  a 


lot  on  Washington  Street  for  $1,200,  which  the 

Trustees  refused  to  buy  on  account  of  the  price 
being  too  high.  IJr.  John  Msxfleld  stated  that 
he  wss  oac  of  the  committee  on  lot  when  the 
movement  was  first  agitated  about  tbe  purchase 
ofttfround  referred  to  by  Mr.  Russell  and  that 
the  committee  conld  not  even  gain  a  refusal  of 
the  lot  from  the  owoer  sud  beside,  they  did  not 
care  about  locating  a  school  where  there  wss  so 
much  swamp,  which  would  subject  the  scholars 
and  tesebers  to  malaria  and  chills-and-fever. 
Mr.  Ruasell  replied,  "There  Is  no  malaria  In

Ruolted:  That  it  Is  ths  Judgement  of  this  meet¬ 
ing  to  locate  three  primary  schools  In  the  outlying 
districts  of  tbe  towu,  one  to  be  located  at  West 
End.  one  at  Ridgewood  aud  one  east  of  tbe  Green¬ 
wood  Lake  Railroad. 

Dr.  Ueury  Richards  suggested  that  It  would 
be  wlig  to  build  one  at  a  lime  and  ony  for'  It. 
(Applaise.)  Mr.  Heurv  Russell  offered  an 
amendsv  nt  to  tbo  resolution —  to  read  “one" 
school  Instead  of  "three."
